“All tihs caused dissatisfaction 
and unrest which started wire 
cutting. Sr me men organized and 
¡others without organizations be­ 
gan to cut fences. 
j 
“At first the wire cutters, cut 
fonly such wires as was necessary 
to open up the roads, or for the 
homecoming of their stock. 
“This soon led to the follow­ 
ing up of fences and cutting the 
wire between every post, and In 
a little while to the destruction of 
fences where the parties owned 
the lands and had their stock in 
their own inclosures. 
“On the night of August 19. 
1883 parties cut more or less an 
thirteen pasture fences in the Lo­ 
gan Gap community. They cut 
more than one mile for W. D. 
Sumner. 
“As I came home from preach­ 
ing 
at Comanche 
on 
Monday 
morning just west of Logan’s Gap, 
I rode upon two sons of W. D. 


Sumner. Edgar and Walter, tying 
wire which had been cut from 
their father’s fence the night be­ 
fore. . 
“A little further down the road 
I met W. D.. himself. My sympathy 
brought tears to his eyes as he 
said that he did not think that 
he had acted towards anyone to 
justify such as this. I agreed with 
him. 
“Jim ' Cunningham was sheriff 
at Comanche and took a lead in 
breaking up the wire cutting. He 
was able to handle the situation 
and had the able support of Cap­ 
tain Scott and his rangers from 
Brownwood. Cunningham appoint­ 
ed me as deputy sheriff so that I 
could legally go armed as threats 
had been made against my life 
oy the wire cutters after I had 
taken part in a raid against them. 
“Edgar Sumner said, ‘I remem­ 
ber when Mr. Featherston was

He always carried 
an old single action 45 Colt. One

Conservation 
Program as announced by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin­ 
istration. 
The rate« of payment offered 
for compliance with special acre­ 
age allotments in most cases are 
substantially the same as rates 
at which payments were made in 
1940. However, rates on some al­ 
lotment crops are slightly lower 
for these reasons: a larger part 
of the funds are made available 
for conservation practices, funds 
for crops having smaller acreage 
allotments are increased, higher 
participation, and in the sase of 
some crops, such as cotton, in­ 
creased yields. The normal cot­ 
ton yield for the nation for 1941 
is 238 pounds per acre, as com­ 
pared to 230 pounds for 1940. 
Where rates are slightly higher, 
as in the case of general soil- 
depleting crops, it is the result of 
decreased acreage allotments for 
these crops.
